A New Danger. 


We print to-day a “ Notice to Mariners ”’ 
which was issued two weeks ago by the 
Commissioners of Irish Lights. It gives 
warning that “the difficulty in storing ex- 
plosives at fog-signal stations under exist- 
ing conditions '’ may compel the Commis- 
sioners to discontinue the use of explosive 
signals, for the time being, at any station. 
The words “ existing conditions '’ need no 
enlargement. Explosives, gathered  to- 
gether under the care of a handful of the 
King’s men, are safe from Republican 
assault in no part of the South and West. 
We do not know whether any fog-signal 
stations were attacked before the date of 
the Commissioners’ notice, or whether the 
warning was issued merely in anticipation 
of such attacks. In the latter event it 
was justified, for during the last fortnight 
more than one coastguard station has been 
raided. It is officially anmounced to-day 
that Hook Lighthouse, in County Wer- 
ford, was raided on Tuesday night, and 
that a quantity of detonators and rockets 
was stolen. ly, therefore, the Com- 
missioners may have decided already to 
give effect to their notice. It is the

The Coal Supply. | 
The Government has completed its plans 
for the abolition of the Coal Controller's 
office. Mine-owners and merchants have 
contended that they could manage the 
industry much more efficiently than the 
authorities m London. Now they are to 
get an opportunity of justifying their 
claim.

tries. - There is to be a definite limit to 
the quantity of coal that may be exported. 
According to news which has reached 
Cardiff, the amount has been fixed at 
20,000,000 tons per annum, and France and 
Italy will have first claim upon it. These 
changes will come into effect during the 
next ten days, and, if the experiment 
proves satisfactory, the complete liberation 
of the industry from control will follow 
in the course of a few months. The 
coal-owners in South Wales have pledged 
themselves. to do everything in. their 
power to make the scheme a success, and 
the Coal Merchants’ Federation of Great 
Britain, which™speaks for nearly two 
thousand distributing agents, has given 
a similar undertaking. Under the 
new scheme a _ considerably increased 
quantity of coal will be diverted from 
the export to the home trade. In 
one respect that news is satisfactory; in 
another it is disturbing. In 1914 the ex- 
ports from the United Kingdom approxi- 
mated 73,000.000 tons per annum, Since 
then they have diminished steadily. What 
effect will the reduction.to 20,000,000 tons 
have upon retail prices? Two months 
ago Mr. Lleyd George warned the miners 
that their constant demands for higher 
wages threatened the industry with bank- 
ruptcy. The profits, he said, depended 
entirely upon the export trade, and were 
of a precarious nature. The mineré re- 
plied that they were confident that the 
exports for the current year would be at 
the same rate as last year, and that the 
profits would not be appreciably smaller. 
Their claim for an increase in wages was 
based on that calculation. Now it is clenr, 
however, that the margin of profit will be 
insufficient to meet the concessions made . 
to the. miners. Where will the Govern- 
ment get, the balance? There is only one 
source—the home consumer. - Coal may be’ 
mere plentiful in a few weeks’ time, but 
it will probably be dearer. That is a hard 
fact. which everybody must face. 


African Animals. 


On Tuesday Dr. Chalmers Mitchell | 
described to the English Zoological Society | 
some of his observations of wild animals | 
during his recent flight over Africa. South |

THE GAIETY THEATRE. 
“THE PURPLE MASK.” 

Owing to transport difficulties, ‘The Purple 
Mask” ¢ould not be staged at the Gaiety 
Theatre until last evening. It is a pity tuat 
Mr. Matheson Lang’s play should have been the 
victim of temporary misfortune, as it is just 
the type of romantic drama that a large section 
of Dublin playgoers like. There are, however, 
four more performances, so that the ca acity 
of the theatre will, doubtless, be taxed during 
the remainder of the week. The piece, which 
is an adaptation from “Le Chevalier au Masque,” 
is fashioned on the lines of ' The Only Way,” 
and aiso suggests in its motif “The Scarlet 
Pimpernel.” Le Chevalier, with his purple cloak 
and mask, is just as elusive as Sir Percy 
Blakeney, just as resourceful, and just as digni- 
fied. Upon him rests the hone of the French 
Royalists of 1804, vhcae headquarters are the 
shop of a Parisian haberdasher. It would not 
be kind to reveal the plot further, as such un- 
kindness would tend to spoil first impressions 
of this attractive play.
